Reference is made to^fSe report of Special Agent John E, Ryan, 
entitled "ELIZABETH fERRILM^TLEY, et alj ESPIONAGE R», dated- at Phila- 
delphia November 21*, 191*5 rf^It is noted that v this report reflects informa- 
tion to the effect that CEDRIC Hs^BELFRAGE and his wife filed first papers 
in the U. S. District Court at Los Angeles on November 15, 1937. 

There is no indication in the Philadelphia report to the effect 
that BELFRAGE and his wife have taken any further steps toward becoming 
U. S. citizens. Also, it is possible that due to absences from the United 
States and the period of more than seven years that has dlapsed since 
1937 their original papers have lapsed. However, it is felt that it might 
well be undesirable for BELFRAGE to attain the status of a citizen pending 
the outcome of the investigation of the captioned case*

Reference Is os da to San Francisco teletype in instant natter ■ 
dated December 27, 1945 , wherein on page one of this tel ety pe tbs San 
Francisco Office advised that the San Francisco files reflected a letter 
to the Bureau from the .Seattle Office dated May 14, 1942, wherein it was 
mentioned that CHARIE^rJULAMUlE, of 1112 Edgecliff Place, Itlmoa, Mew 
Tork, had furnished information to a Civil Service investigator to the 
^ffect that NATHAN GREGOHI SILVERMASTER had married a girl named

and drove GLASSER to work in his car. They also picked up WARREN jJ/sK^HARFMAN, 
5320 Carolina Place. SHARFMAN and his wife, AMALI3j>eHAHFMAN, are' known to 
have been formerly affiliated with Communist domirfa^ed organizations, accord-

At 5il3 P JM., on December 1, 19^5, a Studebaker Sedan, bearing D.C. .

Due to the darkness, it was not possible to deter- 
mine whether this individual was SHARFMAN, although he answered SHAREMAN' S 
description, was driving the SHARFMAN car which he parked outside the SHARFMAN 
home. 


At 7:20 PJ4., December 5, I 9 I 15 , subject ALLAN R. ROSENBERG came to 
subject GLASSER'S home and remained until 7:30 P.M.

During the time of this physical surveillance, there have been no 
actions observed on the part of subject GLASSER which would establish that he 
is involved in Soviet espionage or is in contact with any Soviet espionage 
agent. Bureau consideration is, therefore, requested toward authorizing dis- 
continuance of physical surveillance on GLASSER.

a member of the Communist Party, it has been noted that she speaks favorably 
about the Chinese Communist Arny and Russia* 

On March 23, 1945, through a technical surveillance it was ascer- 
tained that Phil Jaffa had a conversation with a Miss Price, who was apparently 
with the China Aid Council, Price advised Jaffa that she and Agnes Smedley 
had had breakfast with a man from M.I.T., a biochemist, who has been working

Shortly after the publication of the "Whalen Documents* 
in 1930 Spivak attempted to prove that the documents -were forgeries* 

Spivak found a printer named Ibx Wagner who testified before the House 
Committee Investigating Communist Propaganda in 1930 that he had printed 
some of the letterheads. It ms charged that Spivalc and one Horan of the 
Universal News Servioe tried to bribe Georg Djamgaroff of the ADC News 
Service to state that the documents were forgeries and that he had ordered 
them printed by Wagner. Djamgaroff testified that Spivak told him that 
the Amtorg Trading Corporation would give a lot of money to the person 
who proved that the “Uhalen Documents" were forgeries.

Testimony taken before the Dies Committee on November 19 flTV * December 6, 
'1938, reflects that Harold Coy was employed by the Federal W-iters Project ~ind 
according to the testimony of Florence D. Shreve, Coy was the editor-In-cn^. if 
of the Federal Writers Project to publish guide books* It was indicated from 
her testimony and traa. the testimony of others, that the Federal Writers Project 
had undertaken the task of compiling, writing and editing information pertaining 
to the separate states to he used as a tourist guide book for that particular 
state. As referred to above, Florence Shreve on November 19, 1938, testified 
that she was in charge of publications for the Writers Project and that material 
which she considered to he propaganda and agitating for class hatred and struggle, 
was included in the guide books to be published by the Writers Project* She 
testified that it was her belief that the objectionable material was inserted 
in the manuscripts after they were approved by members of the staff of the / - 
Writers Project and before the time the manuscripts appeared in galley fora for ' 
the printer* She testified that the "New Jersey Guide" was the most flagrant 
example of this unauthorized editing and said that the copy for the "New Jersey 
Guide" was taken from her office by "Itr. Coy and kept by him for more a 
week and when it finally came back it had pages of notations to be inserted 
and they are in handwriting and everyone of these new notations is inflasmatory." 

On November 19, 1938, Mrs. 'Louise Lazell testified before the Dies 
Comaittee and stated that she was employed by the Federal Writers Project to 
delete objectionable material from the writings to be published by the Project* 
From her testimony, Mrs. Lazell stated that the Project had experienced con- 
siderable difficulty by the insertion of inflammatory remarks in connection 
with the publication of the "New Jersey Guide." lire* Lazell testified that 
the material for the "Hew Jersey Guide" was sent to the printer by Harold Coy 
without first being given to hear who was responsible for deleting any objectionable 
material* Hr** Lazell said it was her opinion that Harold Coy had placed the 
objectionable insertions in tbs "New Jersey Guide." During the course of her 
testimony, she said that Mr. Alaberg, the Director of the Federal Writers Project, 
had brought in a number of people who were not needed and put them in key posi- 
tions adding, "JAr* Coj feels very "afs in ths protection of Mr. Aubrey Wiliams*" 

An article appearing in the Chicago Herald and Examiner issue of 
February 19, 1939, reported the testimony of Louise Lazell before the Dioo 
Committee and credited her with stating that her efforts to edit out 
tory ma teria l ware defeated in many cases because her superiors add ed 
to ths copy* According -to the newspaper account, Lazell named Tor o id Cor* 
assistant to Homy 8. Alaberg as responsible for some changes*

Commnit y Fu nd. Ilsberg said that Coy was the manager of the Federated Press, 
a news service for both. of the big labor organizations. In addition, ilsberg 
testified that Ccy*s writings Included articles *wh feature stories ln*Current 
History,* ’'The Survey,* "The Fandly,* *The Hew York Tines,* *The Christian 
Monitor^ and the "Balttmare Evening Sun.* . ^

It will be noted elsewhere in this memorandum that Mrs* Lotd.se 
Lazell in testifying before the Dies Cqandttee in 1938, indicated a close re* 
lationship ^between Harold Coy and Aubrey Williams. 


An article appearing in the "Hunterdon Republican," published at 
Hunterdon, New Jersey, under date of February 15, 1945, captioned "Aubrey 
Williams Has Long Record as Red Fellow Traveler," makes reference to Harold 
Coy* The article states that the most flagrant of Williams* appointments 
of Communists to Go varment positions was that of Harold Coy, who, according 
to the article, began bis Communist career as an organizer of the Young Workers 
League in San Francisco, California. The article states that Williams placed - 
Coy in full charge of the editorial work of the Federal Writers Project of the 
UFA and adds that "as a result of the exposure of Communist domination of the 
Writers Project in which Williams* appointee. Coy, was the leading figure. 
Congress abolished the project." 


Aubrey Willis Williams of 5107 Wilson Boulevard, Arlington, Virginia, 
was born August 23, 1890, at Springfield, Alabama* In 1933* he was appointed 
a field representative of the Federal Ehergency Relief Administration and 
was appointed assistant administrator, FEEA, and Civil Works Administration ; 
from 1933 until in 1935 he was appointed assistant Works Project administrator / - 
and became executive director of the National Youth Administration in the 
year, in which capacity .he continued until 1943* Williams was the subject of 
a Hatch Act investigation conducted by the. Bureau in 1942* 


In January, 1939, George 0* Pershing was arrested at Oklahoma City 
while representing the Medical Bureau and North American Committee to 
Spanish Democracy. At the time of his arrest, he had in his possession a 
list of the names of persons in various sections of the United States whom he 
was supposed to contact* A copy of this list of names was furnished to the 
Bureau by the Oklahoma City Police Department* Included on the list was the 
name of Harold Coy, Federated Press, 30 Irving place. New York City* It will 
be noted that Pershing was in Oklahoma City with the avowed intention of 
organizing groups for the aid of the Spanish Loyalists* 

According to Confidential informant S|Hp which is a technical .

City, on December 15, 1942, Spercw Galanopoulo, acting editor of "The Pilot,” b' 1
